Let us endeavour to impreſs upon our 
minds a more adequate idea of the infinite 
importance of this kingdom of God and his 
Juſtice, which our heavenly Maſter com- 
mands us to ſeek in the firſt place; in order 
that we may uſe the proper means to find 
the ſame.

This is 
the one thing neceſſary, which our Savious ſo 
emphatically ſpeaks of in the Gofpel of St. 
Luke c. 10. In fact it is not neceflary, that we 
ſhould accumulate wealth, or that we ſhould 
gain the eſteem and applauſe of our fellow- 
creatures: but it is neceſſary that we ſhould 
avoid the pool of fire and briniſtone, which 
is the ſecond death: it i: neceſſary that we. 
ſhould eſcape the eternal confuſion, which 
ſhall overwhelm ſinners at the lait day This 
would be an evil to which our hearts neither 
muſt, nor can be reconciled. * If thuu batt 
*areaſonable mind within thee” lays S. Am- 
broſe, © know and be convinced that of all 
e neceſſary things, the muſt neceffary is to 
“ fave thy own ſoul.” | 


In the next place in order to ſtimulate our 

efforts in ſeeking the kingdom of God and 
his juſtice, let us reſle& that this is the only 
purſuit, in which we are ſure of being ſuc- 
ceſsful if we will, and the only advantage 
which nothing can deprive us of; without 
our free conſent. In the world our moft al- 
ſiduou ſervices in courting it a plauſe are 
often paid with contempt and obloquy. 
How often do we find ourſelves blamed and 
cenſured for the very meaſures by which we

. had expeRed to gain general approbation ! 
But ſuppoſing ourſelves to have ſucceeded 
in theſe purſuits: ſuppoſing ourſelves to have 
attained to the very pinnacle of human 
Proſperity : O how inſecure is the tenure by 
which we hold the advantages! How eaſily, 
without any fault of ours, may we be caſt 
down to the very depth of human miſery 
and contempt ? It is not neceſſary to call to 
our minds remote hiſtories of ſuch reverſes 
F of fortune; we meet with inſtances of them 
in the preſent day, at every ſtep we take, 
| which at once call for our compaſſion and 


| benevolence in their behalf, and for our ſe- 
; rious refletlion in our own. Yes we have 
B feen in theſe days of wrath, the moſt digni-

# fied perſonages of the earth, to whoſe power 


Z and pleaſures the whole univerſe appeared 
Z to be tributary, caſt down from their thrones, 
$ pining in dungeons, and bleeding upon ſcat- 
F folds! Who can behold ſuch ſcenes as theſe 
9 without being diſguſted with ſuch inſecure 
and treacherous proſperity? without ex- 
i claiming with the wiſeſt of men, Vanity of 
Vvianities and all is vanity except as the devout 
author of the Following of Chriſt adds, © to 
« love God and to ſerve him alone.” The 
truth is, only the kingdom of God's eternal 
beatitude can never be overturned; only 
he treaſures of his juſtice within ourſelves, 
the injuſtice of men cannot deprive us of. 
But the circumſtance which chiefly calls 
for, our attention with reſpeC to the king- 
28 5 dom 
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dom of God, and the merits of a" virtuous 
life, are the eternal duration of the ſame. 
O caſt your eyes upon the immenſe ocean 
of eternity. Survey, if you can, its length 
and its breadth, fathom, if you can, its depth; 
or rather ſatisfy yourſelves that this ocean 
is every way immenſurable and infinite. 
Behold how this is an, exiſtence of incon- 
ce ivable delight to ſome ſouls, and of unut- 
terable woe to others, This moment, you 
ſtand on the brink of this vaſt ocean, the 
next, you maſt be launched into it, as fo 
many millions of your fellow- creatures have 
been before you: and can you for the ſake 
of gratifying your perverſe will at the pre- 
ſent moment forfeit all the joys and incur 
all the miſeries of an endleſs duration? 
Yes it is ſtrictly juſt to conſider the whole 
courſe of our mortal life but as afingle mo 
ment, when we are contemplating eternity, 
becauſe a hundred or even a thouſand years. 
become a mere point m-that compariſon, 
and bear no more proportion with eternity 
than a ſingle inſtant does. In this point of 
view it is of no ſort of conſequence whether 
the time of our probation here. be of long or 
of ſhort duration. We all believe the eter- 
nal duration of a future ſtate. Natural no 
leſs than revealed religion convinces us that 
theſe ſouls of ours ſhall: ſurvive the grave: 
and exiſt for ever. We know we mult ſoon,, 
very ſoon experience this awful change: and 
launch intocthis interminable/exiſtence; yet! 
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whe greater part of chriſtians think no more 
of this impending event, than if it did not in 
the leaſt concern them. They provide for 
the few uncertain years, which they expect 
to live here upon earth, but they make no 
proviſion for their future exiſtence during a 
never-ending eternity: regardleſs of the ad- 
vice of our Redeemer who charitably ad- 
viſes us all: ſaying Make unto you friends of 
the mammon of iniquity, that when you ſhall 
Jail, they may receive you into everlaſting dwell- 
ings. S. Luke c. 16. v. 9. How ſoon ſhall 
theſe find themſelves in that ſituation which 
1s deſcribed in holy writ. All the fooliſi of 
A eart were troubled: They have ſlept their 
| fleep: and all the men of riches have — No- 
i thing in their hands. Pſ. 78. 
. But are we then, it may be aſked, ſo to 
attend to the buſineſs of the next world, as 
F to neglett the concerns and duties of this? 
Are ve to omit the uſual means of. provid- 
ing for ourſelves, and for thoſe who are de- 
pendant upon us, under an idea that Provi- 
dence will ſuccour us in an extraordinary 
manner? No: our Saviour does not incul- 
| cate ſuch doftrine as this in the paſſage of 
F S. Matthew, from which the text is taken, 
or in any other part of his Goſpel. He for- 
| bids us indeed to ſerve the world, when he 
tells us, as we there read, that no man can 
| ſerve two Maſters, c. 6. v. 24. but he does not 
forbid us to make uſe of it. On the con- 
trary his Apoſtle expreſsly tells us, that we 
gry . are 
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are to aſe the world, yet ſo as tho“ we uſed 
it not; 1 Cor. c. 7. 31. It is even by the 
ordinary actions of life, and the duties of 
our reſpettive ſtations when ſanflified by a. 
right intention, when performed in God and. 
for God, that we are principally to advance. 
ourſelves in his holy fervice, and to work 
out our ſalvation. In a word, it is anxiety 
and ſolicitude for the things of the earth 
that Chriſt proſcribes, requiring our minds. 
to be ever intent upon feeking this kingdom 
of God and. his juſtice; and in the mean 
ume, depending upon his Providence for 
whatever is neceſſary for our temperal well= 
being. 
Upon what grounds this confidence ought 
to reſt is a point every way deſerving of our 
attention. 
In the firſt place then, it is certain that 
anxiety and ſolicitude, whilſt they are pre- 
judicial to our eternal concerns, little or no- 
thing advance our temporal intereſt. The 
affairs of this world proceed according to 
ſtated laws and the order of Providence. 
With a moderate care, and a perfect ſub- 
miſſion to the will of Heaven, we may, in ge- 
neral, provide for the neceſſities of life as 
effectually as if our whole ſouls were wrapped 
up in this ſingle ſtudy. This ſeems to be the 
argument of our heavenly teacher inthe paſ- 
ſage before us, where warning us againſt ſoli- 
citude, he ſays, Which of: you by taking thoug ht 
cen add to his ſtature one cubit ? v. 27. 
But 
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But in che next place and above all, it 
behoves us to conſider that the great diſpo- 
poſer of all events, has in the preſent paſſage 
and in ip numerable other parts of holy writ, 


pledged his never-failing word to provide 


for the temporal well-being of thole, who 
are chiefly intent on ſecuring their eternal 
welfare. 

Hear what our Divine Maſter ſays to us 
in the above quoted chapter, v. 26, 28, go. 
Behold the birds of the air, for they neither ſow 
nor do they reap, nor gather into barns: yet 
your heavenly Father feedeth them: are not 


you of much more value than they? Conſider 


the lilies of the field how they grow, they labour 
not, neither do they ſpin,— Now F God ſo clothe 
the graſs of the field, which to-day is, and lo- 


morrow is caſt into the oven: how much more 


you: O ye of little faith? How many ſtrik- 
ing inſtances of this Providence of God, ex- 


erted in the moſt extraordinary and miracu- 
Tous manner, where the occaſion has required 
it, do we not mect vith in various paſſages 
of holy ſcripture, in favour of thoſe: who 


have been diligent in his ſervice, and faith- 
ful in executing his commands? The Iſra- 


elites in leaving the land of Egypt by the 
command of God, had nothing but the prof- 
pett of certain deſtruction before their eyes 
in attempting to execute the ſame, from 
their enemies who purſued them, from the 
fea that was before them, and from the want 
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(9) 
of all the neceſſaries of life, in that uninha- 
bited deſert, in which they dwelt during 
forty years: yet when was the providence 
of God wanting to them, whilſt they put 
their truſt in him and executed his high 
commands? The ſea ſaw and fled, the For- 
dan was turned backwards. Pſ. 113. Their 
various enemies were miraculouſly defeat- 
ed. The clouds afforded them food, the 
dry rocks water. When the ſervants of 
God are commiſſioned to announce and to 
execute his will, no human power 1s able 
to injure or withſtand them. The laws of 
nature are inverted in order to afford them 
a ſufficient ſupport: Elias is fed by the birds 
of the air, and Daniel in the lion's den at 
Babylon, receives a reaper's meſs from the 
hand of Habacuc, who is conveyed by an 
Angel to him from Judea for this purpole. 
On two different occaſions we behold our 
Bleſſed Saviour working the moſt ſplendid 
miracles in order to ſatisfy the corporal ne- 
ceſſities of thoſe who made it their chief 
concern to ſeek the kingdom of God 
and his juſtice, by liſtening to the leſſons 
of him the Eternal Truth. If it be ſaid 
that theſe inſtances of God's peculiar pro- 
vidence are of ancient date, we may look 
to what has happened in our own days, and 
under our own eyes. For what elle is It, 
but a peculiar and aſtoniſhing diſplay of: 
God's paternal providence in behalf of 
| thoſe) 
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thoſe, whoſe principal care has been to pre- 
ſerve inviolable their fidelity to him, which 
has inſpired our countrymen with fuch un- 
exampled humanity and benevolence in 
their regard? They were conſigned to the 
lingering deſtruction of nakedneſs and fa- 
mine, but the promiſe of Chriſt has been 
viſibly fulfilled in their favour. 
I be concluſions that we are to draw from 
all that ha been hitherto ſaid, are, in the firſt 
place, o root out the thorns of the cares, and 
riches, and pleaſures of this life, which choke 
the feed of the word of God, and prevent it 
from yielding fruit, as it is expreſſed in S. 
Luke c. g. v. 14. Let our hearts be intent 
upon providing for eternity, and ſeeking the 
kingdom of God and his juſtice, caſting all 
our care vpon him, becauſe he hath care of 
us. 1 Pet. c. 5. v. 7. In the next place, if 
to ſecure thele, that is to ſay, if to preſerve 
the purity of our faith, or of our morality, 
it ſhould be neceſſary to expoſe ourſelves or 
families to the danger of great loſſes, want, 
perſecution, or of death itſelf, then let us 
apply to ourſelves the precept of our Divine 
- Maſter, Be not ſolicitous ſaying what ſhall we 
eat or what ſhall we drink, or wherewith ſhall 
we be clothed ? for ofler all theſe things do-the 
heathens ſeck. For your Father knoweth. that 
you have need of all theſe things. Mat. c. 7. 
v. 31, 32. Yes, whilſt we are principally 
atfentive to the lecuring our eternal happi- 
nels,

neſs, and whilſt we place our whole confi- 
dence in his power and mercy, he who holds 
in his hands all human events, will not be. 
unmindful of our preſent welfare: he will 
repay us, either in the ſame kind, for all 
that we loſe i in his ſervice; or, in a ſuperior 
and more excellent way, by endowing us 
with patience, en and joy ful hope: 
by rendering us more contented and happy 
in ſacrificing our worldly advantages to him, 
than ever we could have been in the enjoy- 
ment of them, and by filling our ſouls with 
a lively expeRation, that ſo an entrance ſhall 
be miniſtered to us abundantly into the 
everlaſting kingdom of our Lord and Sa- 
viour Jeſus Chriſt.

Having, in our Directories for 1795 and 1796, fur- 
niſhed a brief account of the Engliſn Convents, whoſe 
members have made their eſeape, or been permitted to 
retire from the ſevere -perſecution raiſed againſt ſuch 
£ſtabliſhments throughout France and the Low Countries, 
it remains, for the completion of our defign, that we 
ſhould, in the preſent Directory, add ſuch particulars as. 
we have been able to collect, either from original re- 
Liſters or, other” authentic documents, concerning the 
three; Engliſh communities, which, in conſequence' of

It was owing to the indefatigable labours 
of the aforeſaid Mr. Carr, through. the intereſt of Dr. 
Richard Smith, Biſhyp of Chalcedon, with Cardinal 
Richlieu, that they obtained the neceſſary powers for 
heginning their eſtabliſhment. They firſt ſettled, in the 
year 1633, in the Fauxbourg St. Michael at Paris, find- 
ing this iituation inconvenient, they ſoon after removed 
into the, Fauxbourg StAntoine, and laſt of all they

Mr. Carr continued the Director of this Con- 
vent near forty years, being unwearied in promotin 

both its ſpiritual and its temporal intereſt. His healt 

at laſt declining, he procured a worthy prieſt, of his own 
character, Mr. Edward Lutton to ſucceed him, who was 
followed in 1713 by the Rev. Laurence Ward alias Green. 
Within our memory this office was filled by the Rev. 
Paul Wilkinſon, who was ſucceeded by the Rev. Richard 
Hurſt: which laſt gentleman ended his life in conſe- 
quence of the rigors of his confinement during the early 
part of the preſent revolution. —Lady Tredway, of whom 
mention has been made above, was the firſt Superior of 
this Convent, which ſhe governed during the ſpace of 
forty years with the rank and title of Abbeſs. At length, 
ſhe being incapacitated, by age and infirmity, to govern 
any longer, the general regulation of the French houſes 


was adopted here, in conſequence of which the Superior 


was to be choſen every four years, with the liberty how- 
ever of continuing the former Superior in office, The 
perſon who ſucceeded Lady Tredway was Dame Doro- 
thy Molins of an ancient family in Oxfordſhire. She 
was replaced by Dame Pulcheria Eyre of the family of 
the Eyres of Haſſop in Derbyſhire. The fourth Supe- 
rior was Dame Eugenia Perkins of Ufton Court near 
Reading in Berkſhire. She made way for Dame Anne 
Tyldeſley, the daughter of Sir Thomas Tyldeſley of 
Morles in Lancaſhire, who, like a very confiderable 
number of other Catholic gentlemen, in thoſe times, 
died in the field of battle, fighting for that very Prince, 
namely Charles I. by whom the death warrant had been 
ſigned againſt ſo many of that religion, merely for the 
profeſſion and practice of the ſame.

ſtoration of the Engliſh province by F. Gennings. The 
firſt of the three colonies, which ifſued hence, was that 
of Aite in the province of Artois. This eſtabliſhment 
was chiefly procured: by means of the celebrated F. 
Francis of St. Clare, alias Ci:riſtcpher Davenport, who 
was the fifth fon of John Davenport, an alderman of 
Coventry, and who had a brother, John Davenport a 
noted Puritan preacher. who, out of hatred to the eſta- 
birſhed church, !eit his native country, and emigrated 
to Boſton in North America. Chriſtopher was at firſt a 
ſtudent at Merion College Oxford, where, by reading 
and conferring with a learned Catholic prieſt, who re- 
Aided in the netghbourhocod, he was convinced of his ob. 
ligation of returning to the boſom of the ancient church, 
Having retired to Pouay for the ſake of purſving his 
ſtudies, he ſoon after entered himſelf amongſt the Fran- 
ciſcan Friars, who had lately formed themſelves into a 
body and founded a convent in the ſaid town, though 
he performed his noviceſhip, amongſt the Flemiſh Fran. 
ciſcans at Ipres. His learning and talents having ten- 
dered him celebrated, he was upon his return to the Eng- 
liſh miſion choſen to be one of the chaplains of Queen 
Henrietta Maria; in which. ſituation he had frequent 
opportunities of converſing with his Majeſty Kin 
Charles I. and Archbiſhop Laud, both of whom appeare 
to be charmed with his converſation and the moderate 
ſtyle in which he treated controverſy, The former 
warmly eſpouſed the cauſe of his book intitled Deus Na- 
iure & Gratia, which had been denounced at Rome, as 
containing certain dangerous poſitions, and amongſt the 
accuſations brought againſt the archbiſhop, when he was 
tried for his life, by the long parliament, one was his al- 
ledged intimacy with Father Davenport. 
The foundation. of the convent in queſtion may be 
dated from May 19, 1629, at which time Margaret of 
St. Paul, called in the world Margaret Radcliff, who had 
been appointed Abbeſs of the ſame, arrived at. Aire to 
join her community conſiſting in all of twenty-four per- 


ſons, whom ſhe had ſent, in two divifions, before her. 
Their own houſe not being quite ready for their recep-

Ihere remains but one more female convent of our 
nation throughout the whole extent of Europe, in addi- 
tion .to KY mentioned above, namely that of the Bri- 
gittine Nuns of Sion-houſe at Liſbon in Portugal. This 
community is diſtinguiſhed by having continued in an 
uninterrupted ſucceſſion, ever ſince it was firſt founded in 
1413 by our victorious Henry V. at Sion-houſe near 
Brentford in Middleſex. Inflead of giving our own 
hiſtory of this eſtabliſhment, we will exhibit that of a 
learned proteſtant, namely Stephens in his Continualion of 
Du gdale s Monaſticon.

PkESENT STATE OF RELIGION IN Cana, 5 
Continned from p. 31. of Sup. to laft year's Directory. 


HERE are in the Empire of China three titular Bi- 
ſhoprics, founded by the Kings of Portugal, at Pe- 
kin, at Nankin and Macao. There are beſides three 
other Biſhops i partibus who act as Vicars Apeſtohie, a 
Spaniſh Biſhop in the province of Tokien, an Italian in 
that of Chenſi, and a French Biſhop in the province of 
Sutchien. Each of theſe Biſhops has ſeveral provinces 


under his juriſdiction. The miſſionaries in the city of 
Pekin, being conſidered as making à part of the Empe- 
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34 Preſent State of Religion in China, 
Tor's houſehold, are admitted by his orders. They have 
four public chapels; two belong to the French, one to 

the Portugueſe, and the other to the miſſionaries of the 

Propaganda, who are Italians, Germans, &c. Great pre- 
cautions are neceſſary in entering the provinces unknown 
to the Pagans. In the year 1785, a violent perſecution . 
deprived the Church of China of moſt of its miniiters, 
Two biſhops and ahout twelve Kurapean and Chineſe 

_ prieſts periſhed in the priſons. All thoſe who ſurvived 
the fatigue and ſufferings, wer? releaſed by an Imperial 
mandate; the EFuropeans were ſent to Canton, and the 
Chineſe baniſhed to the colony of Yly diſtant about a 
thouſand leagues from Pekin, The 2 were thus ſe. 
verely treated, hecaufe they were ſuſpected of fomenting 
& revolt of the Mahometans' in the Weſtern provinces, 
Time and enquiry eſtabliſhed their innocence, and a 
ſpiritof lenity dictated the final ſentence, Many of the 
European prieſts, who had been ſent to Canton, return» 
ed to their teſpective miſſions. Since the year 1785, the 

Church has enjoyed a confiderable degree of tranquillicy, 
the Chrillian religion is pratiſed with publicity, and 
'Withont danger, and the miſſionaries:-perform their fiinc. 
tion in peace, However ſome local diſturbances are 
ſometimes from the ignorance or the avarice. of the Pa- 

ans and their Mandarins, Ignorant of the nature of 
the Chriftian religion, they hope to extort money by 
perſecution, But as they are taught to ſuffer tormen's 
and death itſelf; rather than owe their fafety to bribery 
and corruption, thoſe partial perſecutions ceaſe without 
any fatal conſequence, and generally end in the con- 
fuſian of their enemies and the glory of their religion, 
The Mandarins, who are at all acquainted with the doc- 
trine or the practice of the Chriſtian religion, are ſel. 
dom troubleſome, either becauſe they eſteem it, or be. 
cauſe they cannot hope to advance their fortunes by 
rſecutigg its profeſſors. Experience has made them 
enſible, that the Mandarins have ſuffered loſs of honour 
and of profit by a forwardneſs to encourage informers, 
Mr, St. Martin Biſhop of Caradre, Vicar Apoſtolic of 
Sutchien was charged by two infamous wretches with re- 
turning from Pekin, and being in a certain diſtrict, which 
was true, but the Mandarin would not receive their evi. 
dence. The Chriſtian religion, ſays he, teaches its fol- 
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lowers not to moleſt their neighbours ; I will not be con- 


cerned in this affair, In the month of April 1794, a 


Pagan accuſed his fiiter-in-law and his nephew, two 
Chriſtians, of profeſſing a corrupted religion, What! 


ſays the Mandarin, is there a corrupted religion in this 


art of the country? No, ſays a magiſtrate preſent, the 


Chriſtian religion has long been eſtabliſhed here, and no 
court of judicature, either here or in town, has declared 


it to be corrupted, That old man, added he, is of that 
e he old man, falling on his knees, addreſſed 


imſelf to the Mandarin, declared himſelf a Chriſtian, 


and was proceeding to give ſome account of his faith, 
when he was interrupted by the judge; riſe, ſays he, you 


are not upon your trial; your religion is a good one; 


you and your accuſets mult follow me to town, and there I 
will givemy decided opinion. This was equivalent ta tell. 
ing them that he would have nothing to do 1n this affair, 
The Neophites went home, the proſecutor followed the 


Mandarin to town, lodged a freſh information, and was 


again nonſuited. If, ſays the Mandarin, the Chriſtians 
have committed any crime, charge them boldly with 
it; but if their religion be their only offence, ſeek not ta 


As the informer ſtill inſiſted, that the accuſation was 
well founded though it regarded only their religion, the 
Mandarinreprimanded him with warmth, & ſaid hewould 
order him to be buffeted. As the Chriſtians are guilty 
of no crime, and thou ohſtinately perſiſteſt in bringing 
them to a trial, I will ſee what effect a few ſtrpes will 
have on thee, Here the affair refted. Such was the 
conduct of this Mandarin, for many years, while Gover- 
nor of Tao pa, a city of the third rate. Raiſed to the 
government of a city of the ſecond rate, he was ſuc- 


ceeded by a Mandarin who, from the moment he enter. 


ed. into office, concelved the project of the total abolition 
of the Chriſtian religion through the whole extent of his 


juriſdiction. About the middle of May he publiſhed a 


violent edict againſt the Chriſtians, The peace- officers 
ſhewing great backwardneſs in the execution of his or- 
ders, he threatened them with exemplary puniſhment, 
Their fears prevailed, and ſome Chriitians were taken 


into cuſtody. The Governor, alarmed at the ſenſatians

Fares, was deſirous to huſh-up the matter if this could be 
done with honour ; but this was become very difficult 


on account of the eclat with which he had proceeded. 
Luckily he was called ro the metropolis, and he appoint- 


ell an inferior Mandarin to give judgment in the caſe, 


On the firſt of July two Chriſtians were brought before 
him. He addreſſed them with a placid countenance, and 
repreſented, that it was true, that the Chriſtians had In 
former times been ſeverely prohibited in China; he then 


_-aſked if the Chriſtians committed any crimes, and with- 


put waiting for an anſwer, he added; I am thoroughly 
convinced that the Chriſtians are good ſubjects; Le for 
ta. ye, the chief magiſtrate of the city was deſirous to 
examine you himſelf, but as I repreſented that nothing 
was to be feared from the Chriſtians, he declined it. 
The priſoners were diſmiſſed. Such was the fate of the 
Governor's violent edict. Our miſſion of Sutchien has 
ſuffered a ſevere calamity this year 1794, ſays the Bi- 
ſhop of Caradre. We have loſt two of our brethren, 
Mr. de la Villegonan about a year after his entering on the 
miſſion, and Mr. Thomas Nien, a Chineſe prieſt, who 
tas ſpent above 30 years in the vineyard of the Lord, 
The rebels in hatred of our religion, burnt the houſes of 
thirty-three Chriſtian families in 7/o»g-king-tcheou which 
made part of his flock, Mr, Benedict Yong, a Chineſe 
prieſt, was threatened. by the police, and I myſelf have 
zeen in ſome danger. Some diſagreeable circumſtances 
have occurred in a city Pey bien, not far from the ca- 


pital. Some Chriſtians were hurried before the Manda- 


rin, who endeavoured by ſtripes and baſtinado to frighten 
them into apoſtacy. He ordered 152 more to be appre. 
hended, It is not yet known how this perſecution will 
A | 

- Chriſtianity Kill increaſes, writes the ſame Biſhop, but 
our miſſionaries die or are cut off. Mr. Dufreſſe, who is 
employed in the Eaſtern part of this province, with Mr.

two hundred thouſand. The miſſion of Tonquin loſt 
both its biſhops in 1790. Mr. Longer elected Biſhop of 
Gortine, and Vicar Apoſtolic of the Weſtern Tonquin, 
was obliged to go to Macao to be conſecrated, He ar- 


_ rived there in the month of September 1792. On his 


return in March-1793 he conſecrated a Spaniſh Domi- 
nican elected Biſhop of Feſſeyten and Vicar Apoſtolic

COCHINCHINA. 


The Chriſtian religion was firſt preached in Cochin» 
ehina by the ſame miſſionaries who introduced it into- 
Tonquin, and about the ſame. time. A French Biſhop. 


and miſſionaries from the ſeminary of the foreign miſ- 


ſion at Paris undertook, in the year 1663, to form a. 


national Clergy. Every where they found the moſt hap- 


py diſpoſitions. to receive the light of the goſpel. The 


Chriſtians of that country have evinced the moſt un- 


daunted courage and firmneſs during the numerous and 
violent perſecutions which have ariſen, and in which ma. 


ny have ſealed their faith with their blood. Cochin- 


china has been in a ſtate of revolution ever ſince 1773. 


Three brothers. who were the collectors of the public 


revenue, and addicted ta gaming, after defeating the 
enemies of their king, turned their arms againſt him. 
In 1784 his Majeſty was obliged to quit his realms and 
retire to Siam. On:this occahon he formed a reſolution. 
to ſend his only ſon, ſtill a child, with Mr. Pigneaux. 


Biſhop of Adren, to implore the aſſiſtance of the King of 


France. During the abſence of his ſon, he took advan- 
tage of a miſunderſtanding which had taken place be- 
5 5 tween, 
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tween the three uſurpers, to enter into one of tlie pre. 
vinces of his kingdom. He has ſince obtained impor- 
tant advantages, and ſubdued a great part of his coun- 
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try; the three brothers are dead, leaving ſons of a tender 


age behind them. His Majeſty 1s now in a ee, 
fituation. Civil war affords few opportunities to preac 

the goſpel, or to exerciſe the functions of the holy mi- 
niſtry. However the miſſionaries have met with conſi- 
de rable ſuceeſs; they havs the comfort to baptiſe every 
year ſeveral converts. The King conſiders the Biſhop 
of Adren as his deliverer and his father. 'Fhe Prince, 


heir- apparent to the Crown, has been under his tuition 


from his childhood, and has a tender affection for him. 


At ng he quitted him for ſome time- to ſilence the 


_ jealouf\ 
under his new maſters. The King ſaw this with extreme 


of the Pagan Mandarins, he made little progreſs 


concern, and prevailed upon the Biſhop to take him once 


more under his care, inſiſting that his Royal Highneſs 


ſhould ſhew the ſame reſpect for his Lordſhip as to his 
Majeſty. The young prince never quits the Biſhop, he 
underſtands our religion, and has expreſſed a defire to be 
baptiſed. The ſervices which the Biſhop never ceaſes to 
render to him and to the kingdom; the zeal of the Chriſ- 
tians for his intereſt muſt be attended with the happieſt 


effects. The King: has convinced' him, by ſerious en- 
- quiry, of the vanity of the ſuperſtitions of Paganiſm, 


and of the truth of the goſpel. If he has not courage 


to embrace it, at leaft he admires. and protects it. His 


protection enables the miſſionaries to preach without in- 


terruption. Prejudices wear away inſenſibly. If God 


rants peace to this kingdom, there is every reaſon to 


think that religion will flouriſh init, There-are now two
